Thousands Witness Accident 
Off Deal, While Ship Lay 
in the Downs, 


REPORTED TWO MISSING; 
3 INJURED, CREW SAVED 


First Time German Submarine 
Penetrated Downs, Where 
100 Ships Anchored, 


Deal, Eng., Nov. 12, (via London)— 
Thousands of persons yesterday wit- 
nessed the sinking, off Deal, of the 


British torpedo gun boat Niger, by a 
German submarine, while lying in the 
Downs, opposite the pler head, 

At noon a loud report of an ex- 
plosion was heard, dense columns of 
black smoke were seen to arise and the 
Niger almost immediately began to go 
down by the bows. ‘Though partially 
hidden by clouds of smoke and steam 
the stern of the Niger was seen to rise 
gradually in the air until the greater 
length of her keel was visible. Then 
she slid slowly and gracefully beneath 
the water 20 minutes after she was 
struck, Her boilers burst immediately 
before she disappeared and caused a 
further rush of steam, 

Nearly all the crew were below at 
dinner when the torpedo struck the 
ship and orders to close the water-tight 
doors were shouted from the bridge. 
When the crew flew to obey one of 
them observed the white foam follow- 
ing the course of the torpedo, The 
explosion followed and a large hole was 


made just before the bridge in the 
forward part of the vessel, ~

It is a lengthy 
document traversing all the evidence, 
The inttlal cause of the explosion does 
not appeal to be ascertainable, As to 
the ordinary causes of ignition of gas 
in a mine, shot firing having been el- 
Iminated, the explosion must of course, 
have originated from the ignition of 
fas, but by what means there has been 
absolutely no suggestions.

The result is that the land passed 
from first hands into the hands of other land speculators who pur- 
chased it from the homesteader or, more often, acquired it through 
mortgage, and who stands today in the position where he is able 
to make the oncoming farmer-settler deliver a price for what is 
virtually raw land which, were he able to apply it to the purchase of 
stock or equipment, would make him rich. There is the other experi- 
ence, now so common in United States and in Eastern Canada, of 
the farm owner who retires to rent his farm on shares, The renter 
is compelled to pay one-half or one-third of the total product of his 
labor as rent for the use of land which was not the creation of the 
individual. While the aggregate of national wealth is not increased 
the land is made to support one family in idleness off another family’s 
toil. Followed to their logical conclusion either system would nullify 
the individual's effort to attain prosperity, and thus nullify national 
prosperity. Where rent becomes sufficiently heavy to absorb the 
aggregate surplus of labor, labor gets no reward and prosperity dies. 
Ireland discovered this. 

But if the money is lent in such a way that there is obligation, 
as well as of paying the interest, to continue the land in productive- 
ness, and if this dual obligation is first charge on the land, then there 
Is provision that the extension of government credits will not become 
the medium through which immense areas of land may pass into 
private hands with no guarantee that landlordism will in the final 
outcome triumph more quickly even than it is doing now. 

Far better than that, the government could acquire raw tand 
closest to railways, equip it and prepare it for settlement, lease to who 
would use it on terms corresponding wtih the cost of land and :equip- 
ment, with provision that no lease outlived the use of the land, and 
that no lease died so long as the land was put to proper use. 

With such a provision there would be plenty of land for all and 
none held monopolistically out of use.

INDUSTRIAL ASSOCIATION’S 
iNCIDENTAL SERVICE 

One of the immediate if unexpected effects of the discovery o 
ras in such large quantities in the Viking field will be the reawakening 
of activity in prospecting for oil in the district to the east of Edmonton. 

Without attempting to go into details as to formations and 
structure, it may be said that the great Belly River shale outcrop, 
traversed from Vegreville to Minburn on the Canadian Northern, from 
Bruce to Wainwright on the G. T. P. and from Hardisty to some 
distance beyond Macklin, Sask., on the C. P. R., has already been 
given considerable attention by some most competent geologists and 
some very definite prognostications have been made as to its probable 
oil-bearing structure in certain sections, one report of the Dominion 

eological department having recorded a survey by which it was 
claimed that the great arch or anticline was even as early as 25 years 
ago definitely located. 

In more recent months considerable attention was paid to the 
reports of the various geologists and considerable interest was taken 
in the eastern field, but for reasons which do not require much explain- 
ing in the present financial situation no general or thorough pros- 
pecting with the drill was undertaken.

The French were a party of cooks left 

in a village by the regiment to pre- 

pare the evening meal. They were 
In occupation of a farmyard, and sud- 
denly heard the sound of marching. 
One of them managed to observe the 
advancing troops without being seen. 
All but one of the cooks hurriedly took 
up position in the wood, and their 
comrade remained in the yard. As 
the Germans came up he went for- 
ward to meet them, shouting to them: 
“Lay down your arms and surrender 
or you will be shot down to a man.” 
The officers halted their men and the 
French soldier said again: “Surrender | | 
or we open fire.” Meanwhile the men | | 
in the wood blew thelr whistles, sug- 
gesting that they were in force. Be- 
lieving they were ambushed the enemy 
agreed to surrender, but the question 
Was how to disarm them. First the 
I'rench soldier made the officers lay 
down thelr arms; then the men had 
to do the same and adyance tn file and 
pile thelr arms, It was not until all 
had been thus disarmed by the single 
soldier that the 34 came out of the 
wood with fixed bayonets. It was then, |

He volplaned down safely, light- 
ing in the grounds adjoining a chateau, 
at one time evidently the home of some 
Belgian aristocrat.
